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Alerted by their dog, couple 
barely escapes burning home

A Hancock County 
couple, Travis Fentress 
and Carla James, owe their 
lives to Carla’s five-year-old 
Welsh Penbrooke Corgie 
Archimedes. Last Friday 
morning, at approximately 
2:30 a.m., Archimedes 
started barking furiously, 
and awoke the couple. 
They quickly discovered, 
to their horror, why 
Archimedes was barking: 
thick, black smoke was 
pouring into the room. 
Their house was on fire! 
They quickly got up and 
darted out of the house be¬ 
fore it basically exploded 
into flames. 

“We ran out through the 
sunroom,” Travis said. “Vi¬ 
nyl started dropping from 
the ceiling as we got out.” 

Travis said without 
Archimedes awaking 
them, they would have died 
in the fire. As a result, 
Archimedes is getting the 
royal treatment from Carla 
and Travis. Carla said over 
the weekend the couple 
went to McDonalds, and 
Travis purchased 

Archimedes two cheese¬ 
burgers, even though Carla 
put him on a diet. 


“He has got pretty much 
anything he has wanted the 
past few days,” Carla said. 

Travis even went out 
and purchased 

Archimedes a new bed, one 
much larger than the one 


that burned in the fire. 
Carla said many of their 
friends brought by toys for 
Archimedes to replace the 
ones he lost in the fire. 

“He is adorable,” Carla 
said. “He is my baby.” 


Travis, Carla and 
Archimedes live at 3273 
state Route 271 south. 
Travis said fire officials told 
him a freak accident 
sparked the blaze. Travis 
said they told him that 


somehow a direct ground 
occurred in the breaker 
box. 

“It grounded off the 
back of the plate,” Travis

Emmick’s pecan orchard 
holds a lifetime of memories 


Hancock School 
district looking 
to refinance 
energy bonds

The Hancock County 
Board of Education ap¬ 
proved a resolution last 
Thursday evening to refi¬ 
nance the 2004 series of 
bonds the system used to 
install geothermal heating 
and cooling units at South 
Hancock Elementary, Han¬ 
cock County High School 
and Hancock County 
Middle School. The move, if 
undertaken, saves the 
school district just over 
$40,000. It does not shorten 
the bond term, nor does it 
extend it. The school system 
simply receives a lower in¬ 
terest rate. 

“We are just simply go¬ 
ing to issue new bonds to 
pay off the old bonds, and 
start paying on the new 
ones,” Joe Nance with Ross, 
Sinclaire and Associates told 
the school board members. 

If successful, Nance es¬ 
timates the interest rate on 
the new bonds at 1.6-percent 
versus the current 4.2-per¬ 
cent. At this lower rate, 
Nance estimates the school 
district to save around 
$44,800. 

Nance said it takes ap¬ 
proval from the state to refi¬ 
nance the bonds. He said it 
takes roughly two weeks to 
receive state approval and is¬ 
sue the new bonds. 

Board member Donna 
Quattrocchi provided the 
first for the motion to ap¬ 
prove the resolution to refi¬ 
nance the bonds. Board 
member David Emmick pro¬ 
vided the second, and all 
board members voted for 
the resolution.

On the bend of the Ohio 
River just across fromTroy, 
Ind. sits a small pecan or¬ 
chard overlooking the 
river, behind a field of 
bright yellow canola. 

The land is currently 
owned and farmed by 
Stephen Emmick, but his 
dad, the late Powers 
Emmick, had big plans for 
it before disaster struck. 

“My dad bought it dur¬ 
ing the Depression and he 
farmed it. Then after the 
1937 flood the current in 
the river left sand so deep 


that they couldn’t farm it,” 
Emmick said. “They 
couldn’t even get mules 
across it, so he bought 
some pecan trees and set 
it in pecan trees, northern 
varieties.” 

The trees didn’t pro¬ 
duce much for the first 20 
or so years, according to 
Emmick, which meant his 
dad wasn’t around to see it. 

“He was going to har¬ 
vest them whenever he re¬ 
tired but he never did har¬ 
vest any of them,” he said. 
“When he turned 65 he 
passed away, a couple of 


months after he turned 65. 
That was in 1958.” 

The orchard never fully 
materialized. 

“Once in a while they’ll 
make nuts but most of the 
time they don’t make any,” 
said Emmick. “It’s got to be 
the right kind of spring. 
The ones over here by the 
house they usually have a 
crop on them every year, or 
at least every other year, 
but those just have a crop 
about every eight or ten 
years, and it won’t be that 
many.” 

Some attribute the slim 


production to pollution 
from the plants, while some 
wonder if they grew too 
quickly. There are many 
theories. 

“We’ve had the ground 
tested and it’s high in all 
the nutrients, and we’ve fer¬ 
tilized them and nothing’s 
seemed to help them,” he 
said. 

He leaves the trees 
there though, since noth¬ 
ing else can really be done 
with that spot. 

“It’s really really sandy,” 
he said. “If you took the 
trees out it’d be hard to get

Hancock County Fiscal 
Court held a public hearing 
Monday evening seeking 
public input on a proposed 
grant to purchase two foun¬ 
tains for Vastwood Lake. 
The hearing took only a 
few minutes, and court 
members voted to apply for 
the grant. 

Fiscal court applied for 
a Land and Water Conser¬ 
vation Fund grant from the 
National Park Service. The 
grant operates on a 50-50 
matching basis, meaning 
fiscal court pays for half of 
the project costs. The 
project costs $16,000, and 
the county needs to pro¬ 
vide half of the funds, 
which can be in the form of 
in-kind labor, donated ma¬ 
terials and other such help. 

“You will probably find 
out in November or De¬ 
cember if the project is ap¬ 
proved,” Green River Area 
Development District’s 
Brad Alley said. “You are 
looking at next spring to 
start the project if it is 
funded.” 

Fiscal court wants to in¬ 
stall the fountains in the 
lake for several reasons, 
the main one being to im¬ 
prove water quality.

The county also hopes 
the fountains help scare 
away the local goose popu¬ 
lation, which causes the 
problem with e.coli in the 
water. 

Hancock County Li¬ 
brary Director Tina Snyder 
wanted to know if the foun¬ 
tains interfered with the 
swimming area, or if they 
reduced water quality to 
the point to where it pre¬ 
vented people from swim¬ 
ming in the lake. 

“It will help the water 
quality for swimmers be¬ 
cause it is oxygenating the 
water and keeping it mov¬ 
ing,” Taylor said.

•Approved the bid by 
Cummins Crosspoint for a 
new generator for the 
Lewisport Fire Station. The 
company tendered a bid of 
$19,099.93 for a 40 KW natu¬ 
ral gas powered generator 
with an automatic transfer 
switch. 

•The city council also ap¬ 
proved a policy by the 
Lewisport Fire Department 
to go tobacco free. The 
policy forbids smoking in¬ 
side the facility, and created 
a designated smoking area 
outside of the building.

over it, if you worked the 
ground. You just can’t 
hardly get through the 
sand.” 

The trees produce what 
they produce and the guy 
who mows the orchard 
picks up them up and 
keeps what he needs. 

Other floods ravaged 
other parts of his farm 
since. The flood of ’64 left 
some fields sandy, and the 
flood of ’97 devastated an¬ 
other field. 

“We were three or four 
years getting it to where we 
could grow a crop on it,” he 
said. “And then when we 
got to where we could grow 
a crop on it it got about 
shoetop high, it was so 
sandy. Then we put in an ir¬ 
rigation system to water it 
and it does real good after 
we watered it... It’s just too 
sandy, it gets too hot and 
dry to grow anything.” 

The river rules in that 
bend, and the land dictates 
what it wants. Last year’s 
corn crop didn’t work out

because of the drought, so 
this season Emmick has 
planted canola. 

“I had corn there and 
there was a lot of leftover 
nitrogen,” he said. “I just 
put it out to take up the ni¬ 
trogen and grow a crop 
with the nitrogen I already 
had on there instead of los¬ 
ing it to the rain.” 

But through droughts 
and floods, the orchard has 


remained, producing, if 
only just a little. 

“Last year we got prob¬ 
ably four or five barrels 
full,” he said. “We give most 
of them away because the 
cholesterol in them, I don’t 
need the cholesterol. But 
they’re really good.”

“I actu¬ 
ally pull people from the au¬ 
dience and use them during 
my whole presentation, so 
it’s not just me sitting up 
there going ‘four score and 
seven years ago.’” 

“You’re going to see Mr. 
Lincoln there,” he said. “I 
dress in full garb, I look like 
Mr. Lincoln, I’m his exact 
height, which was 6’4”. I’m 
tall and lanky and about as 
handsome as he was... You’ll 
see the life of Lincoln basi¬ 
cally from the time he grew 
up and his adventures here 
in Kentucky to Indiana 
years, to Illinois, up to the 
Civil War and to his death.” 

His Lincoln, he said, cor¬ 
rects some misconceptions 
about his mannerisms and 
what he sounded like. 

“The real Lincoln actu¬ 
ally, kind of like my own 
voice, had a Kentucky ac¬ 
cent, it was very high pitch, 
kind of like mine,” he said. 

“It’s very different and 
unique probably from other 
Lincolns.”

Father dead, son 
OK after ATV flips

WYMT-TV in Hazard re¬ 
ported five people were on 
the ATV Sunday afternoon 
when it crashed into an em¬ 
bankment. Four of those 
riding on it were juveniles. 
Authorities said no one wore 
a safety helmet, which is re¬ 
quired for riders under 16. 

Two others were injured, 
but not critically. 

There were no immediate 
charges filed.

Joy is not the result of the 
absence of suffering but 
trusting in the presence of 
God, during times of suffer¬ 
ing. 

Notice that Paul says, 
“We rejoice in our suffer¬ 
ings.” He’s not saying we 
rejoice because of suffer¬ 
ing. Nor is he saying we 
enjoy suffering. He’s say¬ 
ing we rejoice in times of 
difficulty because we know 
there is a purpose behind 
it. 

Look once again at Ro¬ 
mans 5:3, the Bible says 
“suffering produces...”. 
Life’s hard times can be 
productive. Problems have 
a purpose. Your trials and 
difficulties have value. It’s 
easier to handle suffering 
when you know there is a 
purpose in it, that it is not 
just in vain. 

What benefits are there 
to suffering? What good 
comes from unpleasant 
times? Paul gives us some 
answers when he says “suf¬ 
fering produces persever¬ 
ance; perseverance, charac¬ 
ter; and character, hope.” 
Perseverance is the ability

While on the cross, Jesus 
spoke seven sayings which 
have been recorded. The 
first three were uttered dur¬ 
ing the period between 9:00 
a.m. and noon. 

Roman execution of 
criminals was public and pro¬ 
longed. It was customary to 
affix a small sign above the 
condemned person’s head, 
naming their offense. Since 
there was no valid crime to 
report for Jesus, Pilate had 
a tri-lingual sign posted, 
which read: “JESUS OF 
NAZARETH, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS” (John 19:19, 
20). Along with Jesus, two 
other men received their tor¬ 
ture and death. Many who 
passed nearby ridiculed 
Jesus, and “the robbers also 
cast upon him the same re¬ 
proach” (Matthew 27:44). 

However, later, one of the 
thieves seemed to soften his 
attitude. He said to his fel¬ 
low: “we receive the due re¬ 
ward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing 
amiss” (Luke 23:41). The 


second saying of Jesus, 
while on the cross, was spo¬ 
ken to this man. “Verily I say 
unto thee, Today shalt thou 
be with me in Paradise” 
(Luke 23:43). 

Through the years, this 
thief has been popular. Many 
say they want to be saved 
“just like the thief on the 
cross.” Is it even possible to 
be saved today in the way he 
was? An examination of 
some simple Bible truths 
will answer the question. 

Jesus shed his blood 
upon the cross for His New 
Testament (Matthew 26:28; 
1 Corinthians 11:25). But a 
will or testament goes into 
force once the will-maker 
dies. “For a testament is of 
force where there hath been 
death: for it doth never avail 
while he that made it liveth” 
(Hebrews 9:17). The New 
Testament is the Will of 
Jesus the Christ (cf. He¬ 
brews 8:6). Obviously, Jesus 
was alive when he spoke to 
the thief, so the New Testa¬ 
ment had not yet gone into 


force. However, once Jesus 
died, the New Testament be¬ 
came operative. All salvation 
after the death of Jesus 
would be according to His 
New Testament Will. Ex¬ 
amples of conversions re¬ 
corded in Acts demonstrate 
that an obedient response to 
the New Testament gospel is 
necessary for salvation (e.g. 
Acts 2:37-42; 8:26-40, etc.; cf. 
Romans 6:2-4,17). 

Another point to learn 
from this saying of Jesus is 
that He died and went to Ha¬ 
des. Hades comes from the 
Greek compound of an alpha 
privative, which negates a 
word, and a word meaning 
seen. Thus, it is literally the 
un-seen (realm). Hades is 
the place of disembodied 
spirits. The realm is divided 
by a great barrier (Luke 
16:26) separating Paradise 
and Torments. The Divine 
spirit of Jesus left His body 
at death (see James 2:26) 
and was in Paradise until His 
resurrection. Peter’s gospel 
sermon affirmed that “nei¬ 
ther was he [Jesus] left unto 
Hades, nor did his flesh see 
corruption” (Acts 2:31). No¬ 
tice this verse refers to the 
Spirit of Jesus being in Ha¬ 
des while His body (flesh) 
was in the tomb. Jesus never 
went to Hell.

to handle pressure, charac¬ 
ter means to be proven re¬ 
liable, and hope means con¬ 
fidence. However, these 
things are produced in us 
when we choose the right 
attitude. Joy is that right at¬ 
titude. When we learn to 
rejoice in the problems, 
(not for) but in the prob¬ 
lems, then God uses it for 
good in our lives. 

Whether or not our joy 
is lasting depends upon its 
source. If our joy comes 
from our circumstances or 
possessions then it will 
surely be fleeting. Circum¬ 
stances are constantly 
changing, and not always 
for the better. If our joy is 
anchored in Christ, then we 
can count on it because He 
never leaves or forsakes us.

in the children’s’ lives. As 
an example Garrison said a 
good activity is holding a 
popcorn movie night with 
dad.

Knieriem hears the Boston blast 


By Ralph Dickerson 

A man with Hancock 
County ties witnessed the 
tragedy that unfolded at the 
Boston Marathon last week. 
Don Knieriem, an employee 
at Century Aluminum in 
Hawesville, competed in the 
race last week, and heard the 
booms as the bombs ex¬ 
ploded. 

“I crossed the finish line 
at 3:59,” Don said. “The 
bomb went off at 4:09.” 

Don was two blocks past 
the finish line when the ex¬ 
plosions happened. Don said 
he just received his medal for 
finishing the race when he 
heard the first explosion. He 
turned toward the sound, 
trying to figure out what just 
happened, and the second 
bomb went off. 

“The cops all started 
jumping the fences,” Don 
said. 

Authorities immediately 
ushered him and other 
people gathered around to a 
nearby public park for safety. 
He said despite the chaotic 
conditions prevailing at the 
time, emergency personnel 
responded in a professional, 
organized way. Authorities 
immediately started taking 
steps to keep people safe. 
The authorities immediately 
blocked off the area, shut 
down the transit system and 
even blocked off access to 
the portable toilets in the 
area. 

“They did not want any¬ 
one hiding in them,” Don 
said. 

As emergency personnel 
started to comb the area 
looking for more explosives, 
authorities kept moving Don 
and others to safer locations.

“I did not get to the hotel 
until 7 p.m. that night,” Don 
said. 

This year the Boston 
Marathon followed a differ¬ 
ent format. Organizers 
placed the runners in three 
different groups, based on 
their qualifying time. The 
fastest runners were in the 
first group, the middle run¬ 
ners in the second and slow¬ 
est in the third. Don ran in 
the second group. When the 
bombs exploded, members 
of the third group were still 
out on the course. He said 
organizers sent buses out to 
these runners and brought 
them in. 

“A lot of churches opened 
up their doors to runners,” 
Don said. 

Don, his wife Dora, son- 
in-law Marty, daughter April 
and grandkids all went to 


Boston to witness Don run 
in the marathon. On that day, 
they stayed back at the ho¬ 
tel instead of being at the fin¬ 
ish line. 

“I am very thankful for 
that,” Don said. 

Don said he started run¬ 
ning in 1981 in an effort to 
lose weight. He gained a few 
pounds, and decided he 
needed to get in shape, so he 
started running. He enjoyed 
running, so he started enter¬ 
ing races. Over the years 
Don ran races in 
Owensboro, Evansville, Lou¬ 
isville and other cities in the 
area. He usually does quite 
well. 

In 2012 he ran in 24 road 
races, and not counting the 
Boston Marathon, he raced 
in four this year. He also took 
first in his age group in these 
events. 


This year marked the fifth 
time Don competed in the 
Boston Marathon. He first 
ran in the marathon in his 
30s, ran twice in his 40s, 
once in his 50s and now 
again in his 60s. In addition, 
he qualified for the race in 
2010, but the race filled up 
quickly and he did not get to 
race. 

Don said he qualified for 
this year’s race in 2011 in a 
certified race in Huntsville, 
Ala. He ran that race in De¬ 
cember of that year, but had 
to wait until November of 
2012 to apply for the Boston 
Marathon. This year he 
made the cut. 

“I ran a 3:36 to get in,” 
Don said. 

Don wants to thank ev¬ 
eryone for their concern for 
his safety last week, their 
support and their prayers.

He said authorities moved 
them three or four times in 
the first few minutes after the 
explosions. 

When the explosions hap¬ 
pened, the cellphone net¬ 
work in the area overloaded 
with calls, making it ex¬ 
tremely hard for anyone to 
place a call. Don said after 
about one hour he ran into a 
volunteer at the race that al¬ 
lowed him to use a phone. He 
phoned his wife Dora at their 
hotel, located 17 miles from 
the race. He just started talk¬ 
ing to her, letting her know 
he did not suffer injury in the 
explosions, when somebody 
at the hotel pulled the fire 
alarm, which forced its 
evacuation. 

Prior to the race, Don ar¬ 
ranged for his son-in-law 
Marty Hurst, from Evans¬ 
ville, Ind., to pick him up af¬ 
ter the race. When the explo¬ 
sions happened, it created 
extreme difficulties trying to 
follow the original plan. With 
the roads into the scene 
blocked, Marty managed to 
drive to within a mile of the 
scene, but needed to walk 
the rest of the way. They fi¬ 
nally managed to meet up, 
and head back to the hotel.

said. “Instead of throwing 
the main breaker, it froze it 
open.” 

As a result, too much 
current surged into the 
house, overheated the wir¬ 
ing and caused the fire. 
Travis said the fire traveled 
up the wires into the attic, 
spread through the attic 
and then broke through 
into the lower part of the 
home. 

“By the time we opened 
the (bedroom) door, it was 
just black smoke,” Carla 
said. 

Travis said the couple 
needed to travel about 35 to 
40 feet from the back left 
corner of the home to the 
sunroom to get out of the 
house. The house is a 
brick/berm house built 
into a hillside. The ground 
surrounds three sides of 
the home, with only one 
side exposed. With this 
type of construction, no 
windows exit in the bed¬ 
room to break out and es¬ 


cape. Travis and Carla pos¬ 
sessed no choice but to 
dart out through the 
smoked choked hallway to 
the sunroom. 

When Travis made it 
outside he tried to call 911, 
but he was gagging and 
throwing up due to inhaling 
the thick smoke. At first 
dispatch gave emergency 
personnel the wrong ad¬ 
dress due to not being able 
to understand him. They 
quickly corrected the mis¬ 
understanding, and crews 
arrived on scene in only a 
few minutes. 

‘We were not able to get 
anything out of it,” Travis 
said. “It is gone.” 

Travis said he and Carla 
both lost cherished me¬ 
mentos in the fire. Carla 
lost a lot of items that be¬ 
longed to her late son Cody 
Helm, and Travis lost a 
grandfather clock that be¬ 
longed to his late father. 
Travis planned for this item 
to be an heirloom he gave 
to his children someday. 

“I had a whole room full 
of Harley stuff in my game 
room,” Travis said. 

The fire totally de¬ 
stroyed the home, only a 
charred shell remains of 
the structure. The intense 
heat from the fire melted a 


plastic chair on the patio 
that sat about 20 to 30 feet 
away from the house. In¬ 
credibly, an item that sat 
against the outside wall at 
the hottest part of the fire 
emerged unscathed. A 
large American flag on a 
pole was leaning up against 
the outside of the home, 
mere inches away from the 
flames. 

“It sat there the whole 
time,” Carla said. 

The flag did not burn, or 
show any outward signs of 
being in intense heat. 

Travis said he pur¬ 
chased the home in 2005, 
and possesses insurance 
on the home. Travis said he 
plans to rebuild on the spot, 
but does not know the size 
of the replacement home at 
this time.
